Logon Horcorst was a young 

man in o hurry. At 25 h* 

wos assistant cashier in 

one of the largest bonks in 

Seattle. But he got restless 

for foster advancement and 

decided that if he hod o- 

nough money to buy o big 

block of bank stock, he 

could force his rise to the 

presidency. N 

He started speculating in wheat htvrtt on the 

Seattle and Vancouver, Conado grain exchanges. 

And he took quite a beating. He also took bonk
